CATHOLICS ARE IN REVOLT 


PAY TAXES WITHOUT PRo?TT | 


a. 


Argued That They Aid in Support- 
ing School Which Catholic Chil- 
dren Do Not Attend. 


Chicago, April 11.—Delegates to ‘the 
third annual convention of Catholic col- 
leges devoted their attentidn today to the 
consideration, of technical subjects. 
Speakers at the afternoon session de- 
clared that modern educational legisha- 
tion threatened the lMfe of the parochial 
school system. All this class of legisla- 
tive action, they said, seriously discrim- 
inated against the church schools and 
every other &ystem of educatian which 
seeks to combine religious training with 
learning. It was argued that under exist- 
ing conditions Catholics were compelled 
to pay taxes for the support of public 
schools which their children do not at- 
tend. It was insisted that the state 
should recognizé Catholic schools on the 
same basis with other educational insti- 
tutions to which financial assistance is 
given. 

These empressions of opinion were 
brought forth by a paper on ‘“Educa- 
tional Legislation in the United States,” 
read by the Rev. James P. Fagan, 8. J., 
of Georgetown. university, and were iib- 
erally applauded by the deiegates. The 
speaker reviewed the different education- 
al bills adopted in several states and 
declared that ‘tthey were all inimical to 
the Catholic church’s school system. 

Mer. Conaty said: 

“We are not here by suffrance, but we 
are here as American citizens demanding 
our rights. We are not asking for favor, 


all we want is justice. We want recog~- 
nition as citizens’ and taxpayers in school 
affai We believe that no true educa- 
tion Miagiie without religious instruc- 
tion, have a ri ae to insist upon 
our demands. Shere no doubt that 
nearly all the educatio sal laws enacted 
by the states are Gimed at the Catholic 
sohool system. It is sag duty both to 
ourselves and our pe o protest and 
ae ee until oe Objections 
are ‘heed 

Father Dowling, of the Omaha univer- 
sity, expressed the. fear that Catholics 
had in the past not kept in close touch 
with the improved methods advocated by 
non-sectarian institutions. They failed 
to present their arguments to the mass of 
the people by means of the newspaper, 
magazine and other pwblications.

Great Britain Deals Severe Blow 
lo This Country, 


IMMENSE SUMS INVOLVED 


Value of Animal Products Exported 
to Great Britain Exceeds $200,- 
000,000—Chicago Pack- 
ers Call on Secretary 
Gage for Action.

Washington, April 11.—The department 
of agriculture has received a dispatch 
from a prominent packing company of 
Chicago announcing that they have just 
been advised that the English government 
has excluded all beef, except home-bred, 
from the British army contracts. This, 
it is stated,’ is to be effective June Ist 
next, 

The Chicago corfcern has asked the ag- 
ricultural department for any assistance 
it-can render. It has pointed out that the 
action of the British government is a 
severe blow to American beef and cattle 
exporters and producers, and means not 
alone the loss in governmen;— trade, but 
it is feared it will serve very materially 
toward inciting a prejudice on the -part 
of the people of Great Britain and cattle 
of this country. No official information 
of,this reported contemplated move has 
reached the department, according to 
statements of officials this afternoon. 
Steps chave been taken, however, looking 
to acquiring whatever information it is 
possible to get. 

To demonstrate the importance of the 
movement said to be contemplated, it is 
pointed out the value of our exports of 
live animals to Ureat Britain amounts to 
$40,000,000, while the total animal products 
exported from the United States to Great 
Britain is stated to be in round numbers 
$200,000,000 

It is pointed out here that this proposed 
embargo may really be a sequel, in great- 
er or less degree, to the proceedings insti- 
tuted at New Orleans against -shipmertts 
of horses and mules from that port for 
use in the south African campaign. While 
this is, of course, merely conjectural, it 
is very strongly hinted that the New Or- 
leans incident probably is the direct In- 
spiration for the step. It is pointed out 
that if the English really decided to take 
the action repdrted In the advices just 
received the British mighe turn to Aus- 
traiia for their meats. It is claimed, 
however, that meats cannot be got there 
of as good quality or as cheap as in the 
United States.

FORETOLD 10 THE HOUR

Judge Yost, of Counsel for Taylor, 
Goes on Stand and Corroborates 
Everything Told by Brad- 
ley—Fugitive Taylor 
Makes Statement. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 11.—(Special.)—Al- 
though democrats in Kentucky have all 
‘along. said that the plot to assassinate 
‘William: Goebel originated in the office 
‘of. the’ chief executive at Frankfort; it has 


; not* been admitted by republicans until 


today, when two of the leading men. of 
ithe state.told the jury im the trial of 
Captain Garnett Ripley that Ripley .told 
them that Governor Taylor said Goebel! 
had but twenty-four hours longer to live 
and ordered him to bring a large body of 
men to Frankfort. 

Governor Bradley’s statements of yes- 
terday. were borne out today by those of 
Judge W. H. Yost, who was chief counsel 
for Taylor before the legislature during 
his contest with Goebel for the governor- 
ship. Judge Yost told how Ripley had 
during the excitement related his various 
conversations with Governor Taylor to 
himself and ex-Governor Bradley. It de- 
veloped, according to the testimony of 
several] witnesses today, that Ripley had 
predicted the death of Governor Goebel 
to the very hour, and that he had even 
said he would be assassinated. The state- 
ments brought out in his trial are re- 
garded as the most damaging yet secured 
against ex-Governor W. 8S. Taylor, now a 
fugitive in Indiana. 

Ripley May Tell Everything. 

It is said that at the close’of the evi- 
dence for the prosecution the defendant 
will go on the stand himgelf and still 
further corroborate Bradley and Yost, 
and make other equally sensational state- 
ments. . 
: “W.-H, Coulton -and Banker John A. 
Black. of Barbourville, were among ‘the 
witness@s this afternoon an@ gave Beain 
the testimony they -had given. on former 
trials. 

When the trial of Garnett Ripley was 
resumed, the defendant came into court 


cheerful. The court granttd an order on 
the Western Union telegraph office at 
Eminence to produce all telegrams sent 
and received by Ripley last year. 

J. W. Ferguson, a laborer, who worked 
for Ripley last year, said that he had 
been in meetings at Frankfort and heard 
Ripley say that while Goebel might be 
declared governor, he would never serve. 
Ripley also said Goebel should have been 
killed when he killed Sanford and used 
vile epithets in referring to Goebel. 


The defense, on cross-examination, de- 
veloped that Ferguson was not certain 
whether the conversation occurred prior 
to the November election or in January, 
as he had stated. 

Witliam Crawford, who followed Fergu- 
son, testified that the conversation was 
in January. 

William Jones, colored, who also worked 
as a laborer for Ripley, told of- hauling 
mysterious boxes of freight from Emi- 
nence to Ripley’s house the day before 
Goebel was assassinated. He found out, 
however, that they cuntained guns, cart- 
ridges, soldiers’ clothes and other mili- 
tary paraphernalia. 

The defense asked Jones only one ques- 
tion. His answer was an admission that 
he had served a term in the penitentiary. 

Mr. O'Neal, of the defense, said that 
side would admit the hauling of the guns 


to Ripley’s house and there was no more 
testimony on this point. 

Yost Gives Damaging Evidence. 

Judge W. H. Yost, who assisted ex- 
Governor Brad'ey as counsel for ex-Gov- 
ernor Taylor last year, corroborated the 
testimony of Bradley, given yesterday af- 
ternoon, On January 25th, the day the 
crowd of mountain. snen were here, he 
saw Mr. Bradley in conversation with a 
man. He could not hear what the first 
party said, but heard Bradley say: 

“It is a damnable outrage. If anything 
of that kind is to occur I will go with 
Goebel into the statehouse myself.’’ 

Bradley then told hfm that he had been 
told three men were waiting to kill Goe- 
bel as he entered the yard. Bradiey and 
Yost then hunted up VUharles Finlay and 
others and told them what they had 
heard. Finlay said nothing of the sort 
was intended or would occur. After the 
shooting, Judge Yost said on one occasion 
Ripley complained of an indignity he had 
received at the hands of Taylor, and Rip- 
ley also related to him the conversation 
with Taylor related by Governor Bradley 
yesterday in which Taylor had told him 
that Goebel] would not HMve twenty-four 
hours longer. Judge Yost said he advised 
Ripiey against repeating the statement. 

Colonel] .Jack Chinn, Senator Johnson 
and Civil Engineer Woodson also testi- 
fied. but their testimony was only such 
as has heretofore been told.

Committees of Fifteen Reports on 
New York Conditions. 


GAMBLERS ARE PROTECTED 


Conditions of Tenement House Popu- 
lation Alarming as Regards the 
Social Evil.

New York, April 11.—The committee of 
fifteen organized some months ago to Im 
vestigate vice as it exists in this city, 
made its preliminary report to the public 
today. This report will be followed by 
others from time to time as the commit- 
tee deems necessary. 

The report says the committee's agents 


dv jAnvestigation disclosed the fact that 


gambling and pool rooms were beinx 
operated openly in violation of the law: 
that the gambling spirit had been de- 
veloped to such an extent as to become a 
distinct. menace to the community and 
that.these resorts were undoubtedly pro- 
tected in their operation by officers whose 
duty it.was.-to close them. Raids were 
made by the committee and its agents 
and the results obtained show conclusive- 
ly that a committee of citizens can force 
the police to close such resorts. thus 
proving that vice is protected and also 
that’ the raids have resulted in making 
the gambling business unprofitable. 

The committee has been collecting data 
from different countries and intends pre- 
paring a report embodying suggestions 
for the treatment of the socia! evil prob- 
lem in great cities. It does not fee] that 
the best interests of the citv will be 
Served by any violent attempt to sup- 
press this evil, but it is hoped that the 
forthcoming réport will present such in- 
formation and recommendations as shall 
enable the community to face the situa- 
tion frankly and to deal with it ee 
tivelv and wisely. 

The committee says that the eee 
conditions of the tenement house poptu- 
lation is alarming~in respect to the social 
evil. and that in 125 tenement houses that 
were examined by its agents. and in 
which disorderly women were living, 
there were found in each house an aver- 
age of twenty-four children under the 
age of eighteen years, and the committee 
is collecting evidence which wil! be util- 
ized to eliminate this evil. It is also in- 


' vestigating the organized traffc in young 


girls by the so-called cadet system. 

The committee recommends with earn- 
estness the necessity of providing suit- 
able places of meeting where the people 
in each neighborhood can come together 
and: discuss the evils that menace their 


' Civic life and where they may from time | 


to time meet their legislative representa- 


tives with a wew af obtaining from tnem 


an account of their stewardship and 
where remedies mav. be proposed and dis- 
cussed: Therefore, the recommendation 
is made that in each assembly district one 
suitable assembly hall shall be built, 
which shall be kept available for such 
citizens’ meetings, and it throws out a 
suggestion that these might be built in 
connection with the new public libraries 
which are likely to be erected in every 
part of Greater New York. 


SPENCER TO HIS ALMA MATER. 


He Contributes $1,000 to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia.

TWO CHILDREN FOUND 
WHO CLAIM HER WEALTH 


Kate Haviland Was a Native of 
Kentucky, and the Children 
Are Living There—Woman 
Died in Florida Some 
Years Ago. 


Louisville, Ky., April 11.—Hugh H. Have 
jiand, of Greenville, Ky., claims to be 
one of the heirs of a fortune left by “Dr, 
Theo Keattle,"’ another ‘“‘“Murray Hall.” 

“Dr. Keattle’ died at Punta Gorda, 
Fia., in 189%. Then it was discovered that 
the “doctor’’ was a woman and that for 
thirty years she had masqueraded as 4 
man. The woman was a mother. Those 
who were supposed to know say that in 
1853 a little boy was placed in the Pro- 
testant Episcopal orphan asylum at Lovu- 
isville by “‘Dr. Keattle,”’ then confessed- 
ly a woman, known as Kate Haviland. 
The boy’s name was Hugh H. Haviland. 
He wes later bovnd out to a farmer, 
and finelly rose to an independent posi- 
tion at Greenville. This is the story of 
Hugh Haviland, told by himself in a let- 
ter received here. 

Forty Years in Ignorance. 

For nearly forty years he knew noth- 
ing of his parents. ‘Then came a letter 
from a New. York lawyer—G. Tarleton 
Goldthwaithe, 141 Broadway, who wrote 
that while scarching for the heirs ef 
“Dr. Theo Keattle,’’ whom death Tfe- 
vealed to be a woman, he had found that 
in 1853 she, going by the name of Kate 
Haviland, had put Hugh H. Haviland in 
the Protestant = mga orphan asylum 
at Louisville. izh H. Haviland at 
Greenville is regarded as that boy. That 
Kate Haviland was “Dr. Keattle’ was, 
it is gaid, practically eatablished by wit- 
pesses in New York and Brooklyn.

fortune. A girl, o is: expected to. 
divide with him, Graee .M. Clark Elliott, 
Haviland’s niece, 86 Lawyer Gold- 
thwsithe Bays, believes herself sole helr- 
ess to Imbray Clark, of Australia, who 
died worth $25,000,000, 

Hugh Haviland’s little sister, . Kate 
Haviland’s other child, according to Law- 
yer Goldthwaithe, was put by the mother 
with foster parents. The girl grew up, 
rerried Imbray Clark, and went west 
with him. In 1877 they went to San Fran- 
cisco and there a child was born. Within 
two weeks the delicate mother, Kate 
Haviland’s girl, died. The baby was 
placed in the hands of Mrs. Martha Gris- 
wold, superintendent of the Home of the 
Friendless, by Imbray Clark, who sailed 
almost immediately for Australia, 

Heir to Imbray Clark. 

Several years after Mrs. Griswold 
heerd of Clark’s death and advertised for 
rome one to adopt the little orphan girl 
The Elliotts responded. and on August 
21. 1878, were granted papers of adoption 
by a court in San Francisco. 

In 1897 the Elliotts learned that Imbray 
Clark had left a fortune of $25,900,000, to 
which there was no heir, and began @ 
fight for their foster daughter’s rights. 
The estate is tied up in the English 
courts, and though hundreds of claim- 
auts have come forward, none has been 
able to prove claims to the satisfaction 
of the British authorities. ., 

Grace M. Clark Elliott hafl almost given 
up hope when Lawyer Goldthwaithe’s let- 
ter came, tel'ing her she was heiress to 
the estate of her grandmother, the spu- 
tious ““Dr. Keattle,’’ of Punta Gorda. Now 
Miss Elliott expects to prove her claim.

In his young manhood Dr. Nesbit re- 
moved to this county, where he perma- 
nently located, and for fifty-three years 
had been a practicing physician and sur- 
geon. He entered the confederate ser- 
vice. as captain of the Brown Rifles, com- 
pany B, Third Georgia regiment, and on 
account of his ability and courage soon 
rose to the position of colonel of his regi- 
ment. 

After the war he went heroically to 
work to build up the material interest 
of his county and state, both of which 
are indebted to him for hard and effi- 
client work. He was elected a member 
of the constitutional convention of 1877, 
and was the author of that provision 


‘which gave the election of the statehouse 


officers and of the attorney general to 
the people. He has been a member of 
several party conventions, and of the 
state democratic executive committee. He 
was a Hancock elector for the sixth con- 
gressional district, and was afterwards 
offered by his county the candidacy for 
congress, which he declined. As a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the state 
sanitarium, he has served the state eleven 
years. From the beginning of the state’s 
public school system, he has a prom- 


inent member @f the county board of eds | 


ucation, and for years a member of the 
board of trustees of the Eatonton acade- 
my, besides being a very prominent Ma- 
son. : 

Dr. Nisbet was married twice. His first 
wife was Mrs. Martha A. Grimes, nee 
Dennis, and his second, Mrs. Martha A. 
Nisbet, nee Dennis. e leaves a wife 
and three children to mourn his luss.

TRIAL OF WHITELY’S SLAYERS 


Henry ond Walter § Scott Before A 
Federal Jury. 

Augusta, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
trial of the negroes, Henry Adams Scott 
and Walter Scott. for the assassination 
of Deputy United States Marsha) Alex 
Whitely, under an indictment for con- 
spiracy and murder, began today in the 
United States district court. District At- 
tornéy Erwin and Assistant Leaken ap- 
pear for the government and Recorder,C. 
A. Picquet and Louwls Brooks represent 
the defendants, About a hundred men 
were called before a jury was secured, 
and only two citizens of Augusta are on 
it. Deputy W. A. Hoss, of Thomson, 
was the first witness. He said the raid- 
ing party consisted of Deputy Marshal 
Whitely, Deputy Collector Griffin, of At- 
lanta; Charlies Stalnaker and Henry 
Whitely, of Augusta, and himself. He 
told of the arrest of the white man, El- 
Hott, uhder his house, and then the ad- 
vance upon the house of Lum Scott, some 
time between midnight and 2 o'clock. 
When the door was pushed open by 
Whitely Lum Scott was standing inside 
with a gun in a position to shoot. He 
fired and the load struck ‘the witness on 
the hand, knocking the lantern to the 
ground and putting it out. As Whitely 
stepped inside fhe house the door closed 
behind him, and severa) shots were heard. 
Others hurried in and saw Whitely stand- 
ing in the room and Lum Scott with the 
gun to his shoulder. Stalnaker shot Lum 
Scott. who fell on his side with the gun 
under him. At this time a flash was fol- 
lowed by a report from a rear room and 
Whitely wag Killed. Officers arrested in 
the rear room the two defendants and 
found three guns. 

The effect of the testimony is to refute 
the theory that Whitely was killed by 
Lum Scott. who was also killed, and to 
show that Scott had already received his 
death wound when the shot from the rear 
room kftled Whitely. Several witnesses 
detailed the same incidents. The case will 
probably occupy all tomorrow.

-OWECT OF THE TRUST 


Believes Time Will Come When 
Trusts Will Be Considered as 
Benefactors — Thinks No 
of \- Arti-Trust Legislation 

So ithe Is Necessary. 


Washington, April 11.—The salt industry 
of the country received the attention of 
the industrial commission today, Archi- 

' bald 8S. White, presiient of the National 
Salt Company, being. the witness. He 
gaid that the annual consumption of salt 
in the United States is 13,000,000 barrels, 
‘of which the national company supplied 
last year between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 
barrels. He said that his organization 
had taken in thirty-six plants, of which 
six had been closed. He also stated that 


the object of effecting the | 


Was economy. 
Previous to the combination the compe- 
tition was so sharp that there was no 
profit in the business and much inferior 
salt was made. In Michigan, for instance, 
salt was sold: for 28 cents a barrel, the 
barrels alone costing 2 cents. One great 
gaving had been effécted in supplying salt 
to the districts in which it is made. As 
a rule the men previously employed had 
been retained in the plants, but occasion- 
ally it became necessary to let out some 
employees. Probably 30 per cent of the 
salesmen had been dispensed with as such. 
There also was a saving of commissions 
to dealers. ‘“‘We try to get as near the 
consumers as possible,”” he said. “We 
would hand out the bags to individuals 
if we could do so. We should like to cut 
out all middlemen.”’ 
+ Country Divided Into Districts. 
' Mr. White said that the country is di- 
vided into districts, the head of each 
district being required to make a daily 
report. The effect of the consolidation, 
he said, had been to advance wages 20 or 
3 per cent. 

He considered a monopoly impossible 
in any industry except in cases in which 
it is protected by the state through pat- 
ent rights or otherwise. He did not con- 


«glider any anti-trust legislation necessary, 


but a tax on excessive earnings might be 
placed. He thought the time would come 
when the trusts would be regarded as 
benefactors because of their conservation 


of energy, labor, etc., and: because of 


ry prevention of over production and 
the elimination of middlemen. As a rule, 
he contended, the stock in trusts is held 
by people of moderate means, 

Last year the net earnings of the Na- 
tional Salt Company had been $1,267,569 
and the company had paid a 7 per cent 
‘dividend upon preferred and 6 per cent 
upon common stock. 

In reply to questions, Mr. White said 
that the tax of $1.60 per ton on salt was 
sufficient to prevent foreign competition 
except at seaports, but that the freight 
rate on American salt is so much greater 
than on English salt’ that the railroad 
companies generally get the benefit of the 
tariff protection. American salt is now, 
he said, for the first time in the history 
of the country, beginning to find a for- 
eign market. 

Mr. White said that there is salt 
enough in the state of New York to sup- 
ply the world for a million years. 


Judge Involved by Salt Trust. 


Cleveland, O., April 11.—The fight be- 
tween the National Salt Company and 
the stockholders of the United Salt Com- 
‘pany was resumed in Judge Stone’s court 
today when the motion of the United 
Salt Company for the removal of ex- 
Judge Lamson, the receiver, was placed 
on hearing. Attorney 8. H. Holding. rep- 
resenting the United Salt. Company, 
claimed that the appointment was ir- 
regular, being made at Judge Stone's 
residence in the evening: that the other 
side was not given an opportunity to be’ 
heard; that Judge Lamson was not a 
proper person for receiver because he 
had been attorney for the United Salt 
Company in another case. 

“For the honor of the bench of this 
country,”’ said Holding, ‘“‘undo your work 
and don’t let it be said that in the 

rivacy of yor own home, under the 
nfluence of Henderson. you appointed 
your social comrade and former asso- 
clate on the bench to the receivership 
of the United Salt Company. a receiver- 
ship obtained by deceit.”’ 

Judge Stone made no comment on Hold- 
ing’s remarks. Attorney Green asked 
that the Omaha Packing Company. An- 
glo-American Paeckirg Company and Cen- 
tirental Packing Company be made de- 
.fendants to the suit, claiming that the 
. United Salt Com»any owed them $100,000 
for breach of contract to furnish salt. 
Judge Stone refused the request.

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New York. April 11.—Replying to the 
public utterances of Governor Allen, of 
Porto Rico, since his arrival in Washing- 
ton. Wenceslao Borda, Porto Rican com- 
missioner, today made the following 
statement. 

‘The questions at issue between Gover- 
nor Allen and the commissioners are 
merely two: 

“First. whether his administration in 
Porto Rico has been conducive to the 
prosperity and welfare of the island: sec- 
ond, whether the Hollander revenue law 
was such a measure as should have been 
passed, and without a hearing, approved 
by the chief executive of Porto Rico. 

“Governor Allen states that Porto Rico 
has never before in its history been so 
prosperous: that more persons are em- 
ployed today than ever before and that 
the sugar crop will yield 100,000 tons. He 
gives. however. no facts or figures to sub- 
Stantiate these assertions. They are, 
therefore, mere statements of an in- 
terested official. There is no- more truth 
in them than there is to the statement 
that we are tax dodgers and that the rest 
of the Porto Ricans are well satisfied 
with the situation. Now comes a Porto 
(Rican labor leader, Santiago Igles‘as, 
with a petition signed by 6,000 workmen 
which declared that the condition of the 
Porto Ricans could not be ‘worse. These

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people certainly are not tax dodgers, 

“Governor Allen is apt to believe that 
everybody who criticises hig administra- 
tion is bad. but he cannot call his new 
critics tax dodgers whatever else he may 
call them, since they have nothing that 
can be taxed. 

“It is misleading to compare the ex- 
ports and imports of this year, that is 
to say the production and consumption of 
the island. with that of the years of the 
war and hurricane. The test contrast 
should be made, to be fair, with the fiscal 
year just previous to United States oc- 
cupation of Porto Rico and with the pres- 
ent fiscal year, which. according to Gov- 
ernor Allen, is also a normal one. The ex- 
ports during the former year amounted 
to about 19,000,000 pesos, or $11,400,000, ang? 
the imports to about 18,000,000 pesos, or 
about $10,800,000, a balance of trade in fa- 
vor of the island of 1,000,000 pesos, or $600,- 
000. The exports from May 1, 1900, to 
February 28. 1901, were $5,814,083. and the 
imports $8,100,000. a balance of trade 
against the island .of $2,285,917. which & 
wholly unsupportable ‘and spells ‘‘ruin’’ 
when it is recalled that our circulation is 
less than $2,000,000 and that Porto Rico 
has lost her credits in the commercial 
world.

As the Flames Rolled About ths 
Builzing Devoted to Small- 
pox Patients. 


Bradford, Pa., April 11.—This town is 
greatly excited tonight over the burning 
by a mob of a public building. Three 
weeks ago a smallpox case developed 
here, the patient being a railroad man 
named William Meyers. The victim was 
isolated: in his rooms in the Armstrong 
block, the board of health lacking a pest- 
house, and soon recovered. Later five 
new cases, developed and the board of 
health decided to secure a temporary 
pesthouse. A vacant schoolhouse in the 
second ward was secured and carpenters 
and plumbers were put to work fitting it 
up. When it became known the people 
living near by became greatly wrought 
up and resolved to make trouble. 

Tonight at 8:30 o’clock a mob of over 
three hundred men and women = sur- 
rounded the schoolhouse. Their leaders 
clutched the night watchman, Charles 8. 
Storey, and held him firmly while the 
incendiaries battered open a door and set 
fire to the place. All who attempted to 
prevent the fire were kept back, and in 
a few minutes the entire building, a large 
two and a half story wooden structure, 
was in flames. Plumbers’ tools and 
other articles in the house were burned 
and the excitement ran high, meg and 
women running up and down the streets 
crying against the board of health. As 
the flames rolled and crackled the mob 
howled its delight. Threats were made as 
to what would be done if police or health 
officers interfered, but there was no in- 
terference. No arrests have been made.

NOT SUFFICIENT TO KILL 


Just How Much Mercury Had Been 
Administered the Chemist 
Could Not Determine. 


New York, April 11.—The hearing in the 
case of Albert T. Patrick, charged with 
the murder of the aged millionaire, Wil- 
liam Marsh Rice, closed this afternoon, 
and Justice Jerome announced that he re- 
served his decision, but hoped to make it 
known by next Monday. It rests with 
Justice Jerome whether or not Patrick 
will be held for the grand jury. Mean- 
while Patrick will stay in the Tombs. 

In summing up for the prisoner, his 
counsel, Mr. Moore, presented several 
reasons why he thought Patrick should 
be freed. The last one was this: 

“Admitting, if you will, that Patrick 
is guilty of forgery, corroboration of that 
has no bearing on the charge of murder. 
We contend that there is no evidence that 
Rice was murdered.’’ ; 
z “That may be,"’ said Justice Jerome, 

but under the common law, on the state- 
ments of Jones alone, I should have to 
hold the defendant for the grand jury. 
Whether the statutes change this, in re- 
ky to holding a defendant for the grand 


ury is the question. That is a mere ques- 
tion of law and can easily be settled.” 

Mr. Moore, acting for David L. Short 
and Morris Meyers, waived examination 
of the charges of forgery against them, as 
he also did concerning the charge of 
forgery against Patrick. The latter was 
remanded to the Tombs without bail gn 
the murder charge, but no bail was fixed 
for him in the forgery matter, while Short 
and Meyers were held in bonds of $10,000 
each, 

The first witness today was William J. 
Kinsley, an expert on handwriting. Mr. 
Kinsley said that in his oponion the sig- 
natures on the will and on the $25,000 and 
$65... checks were not written by the 
person who had signed the checks pre- 
sented by the prosecution as bearing the 
genuine signature of Wililam M. Rice. 

Professor Rudolph Witthaus, an expert 
in chemical analysis, testified that he had 
made an examination of the internal or- 
gans of William M. Rice. In the stam- 
ach he found traces of mercury; in the 
intestines he found about half a grain 
of mercury; in the kidneys about one- 
nintn of a grain of mercury, and in the 
liver an unweighable quantity of mercury. 
There was not sufficient mercury to cause 
death, but the presence of it in the organs 
indicated that a larger quantity had been 
taken by the deceased, but just how much 
he could not determine. Witness said he 
had seen the brain and lungs, but was 
unable to tell of their condition, as he 
is not sufficiently conversant with these 
organs to give any expert opinion. On 
cross-examination the professor said that 
traces of mercury would remain in the 
system several months after the drue had 
been introduced into the body. He could 
not say how long the fumes of chloroform 
would remain about a person to whom the 
drug was administered by inhalation.

Minister Loomis Say Venezuelan

San Juan, P. R., April 10.—The auxfl- 
ary cruiser Scorpion arrived here at 5 
o'clock this evening from La Guayra, 
Venezuela, having on board Francis B.

Mr. Loomis was non-commit- 
tal as to the exact situation, saying he

Mr. Loomis sald there was no probabil- 
ity of the United States severing diplo- 
matic relations with Venezuela. Mr. 
Loomis said -hhe saw no necessity for send- 
ing the United States squadron to Vene- 
zuelan waters, though he admitted that 
it was possible this might be dane. Ven- 
ezuela is now quiet and there is no im- 
mediate apprehenston<of a revolution. 

The minister made no direct statement 
regarding the possibility of trouble be- 
tween the United States and Venezuela, 
remarking that he could not talk on the 
subject before reporting to Washington, 
but so far as he knew the entire misun- 
derstanding was due to the asphalt con- 
troversy and that in his opinion months 
will elapse before it is settled in the 
courts.

Bustler Paid Too Much Attention to 
Johnson’s Wife — Both Men 
Fought Until They Fell.

Josh Johnson, a railroad man, died this 
afternoon as the result of & desperate 
duel with Hansey Bustler, a well known 
young man, last evening.

Amendment to Constitution. 


Nashville, enn., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The senate adopted resolutions proposing 
amendments to the constitution so as to 
make the governor’s term four years, 
and the treasurer, comptroller and secre- 
tary of state, all to be elected by the 
people. All county officials are to be 
elected for four years and made ineligi- 
ble to re-election.

The legislature 
is given power to enact local road, fence 
and school laws; counties are prevented 
from incurring indebtedness greater than 
10 per cent of the taxable value of prop- 
erty. '

neys. 

The house adopted a resolution provid- 
ing for the submission of 2 local option 
amendment to the constitution.

The 
bills to abolish the assistant attorney 
general of the second circuit,.and give 
Knox county an attorney general, passed. 
The bill to authorize judges to credit 
misdemeanor convicts with time served 
in jail, passed. The bill to create a state 
board of law examiners was laid on the 
table. The bill reorganizing the state 
board of medical examiners and requiring 
examination of applicants before license 
to practice medicine is granted was 
passed. Bills were also passed authoriz- 
ing Knoxville to widen Prince street.

The Colonel’s Diagnosis. 

Colonel Abe Gruber, who is a some- 
what picturesque character in New 
York politics, has been delivering him- 
self of some views. The colonel is 
not always in touch with the New 
York machine, but he has so clearly 
demonstrated his strength with the 
voters in his section of the great city 
that the leaders have found he could 
not be ignored, and he is now, there- 
fore, a personage to be reckoned with. 

Colonel Abe’s diagnosis of condi- 
tions is that there are three divisions 
—politically speaking—in every com- 
munity, the top, which is bad; the 
middle stratum or division, which is 
somewhat bad because of its close con- 
tact with the top, and the bottom divi- 
sion, which is good. This last division 
is by far the largest in point of num- 
bers. In both great parties as they 
now exist this last division is made up 
of honest, well meaning, good citizens, 
who support their parties because of 
the principles they profess and who 
lend respectability to them. 

The top crowd is made up of the 
bosses who may or may not hold office; 
the middle stratum comprises those 
who are beholden to the bosses or do 
their bidding, but who are to some ex- 
tent inspired in their actions by the 
sentiments which sway the third class; 
the voters in this third class comprise 
the “rank an@q file” and are the bone 
and sinew of the parties. For them 
the platforms are written, and that, 
according to Colonel Abe, is about all 
they get out of it.

j Trouble Ahead. 

Evidences of republican trouble 
over the tariff problems made prom- 
inent by the great growth of trusts 
continue to multiply. 

There is much discontent among re- 
publicans of some of the western states 
over this trust question, and the efforts 
of the party leaders to educate the 
rank and file to Mr. Hanna's trusts- 
are-good-things platform are not meet- 
ing with the success they desire. Mr. 
Babcock, of Wisconsin, who is ordi- 
narily one of the strongest supporters 
of the plans of the leaders, voices this 
discontent in the bill he introduced in 
the last congress to put iron and steel 
products on the free list so as to open 
the way for competition with the great 
steel trust. Mr. Babcock is as strong 


a believer in the principles of protec- 
“tion as any of his republican colleagues 


on the ways and means committee, but 
he realizes, as he has explained, that 
the country will not stand the system 
unless its glaring defects be remedied. 
And when Mr. Babcock speaks of this 
possibility of the overthrow of the pro- 
tection system he is speaking of the 
feeling he finds among the republican 
masses of Wisconsin and other west- 
ern states. 

That this sentiment is confined to 
no one locality is shown by the com- 
ments of that staunch republican 
newspaper, The Baltimore American. 
The American points out that for forty 
years the republican party has been 
wedded to the protective tariff princi- 
ple and says it will continue to advo- 
eate them as the proper basis of the 
truly American policy of public econ- 
omy. 

The American adds: 

But, like t®@ times, tariff conditions 
change. The things which were essen- 
tial a quarter of a century ago are not 
so needful today, and the broad and 
liberal course for the republican party 
is to keep pace with the times. To do 
this successfully it must, as occasion 
demands. change its method of apply- 
ing the tariff principles in which it be- 
lieves. 

As an instance of a harmless and emi- 
nently proper change the proposition to 
reduce the tariff on foreign steel prod- 
ucts may be cited. This tariff is now 
prohibitory. There was a day when this 
sort of protection was necessary to the 
successful establishment and extension 
of our steel industries. That day is, how- 
ever, now long gone by. Today we can 
compete with all the world in the steel 
industry. The prohibitory tariff is, in 
consequence a superfiuity. Its reduction 
to a rational basis will not in the least 
interfere with the prosperity of our steel 
manufactories, but it may result in cheap- 
ehing the price of steel products. In 
view of this, it is eminently oper that 
the republican party should make such 
a reduction. The republican party should 
be ever ready to respond to the demand 
for reform by making from time to time 
equitable readjustment of the ‘tariff 
schedule. By this method it can avert 
a general tariff disturbance without im- 
peaching its loyalty to the protective prin- 
ciple. 

This ig but.a recognition of the very 
evident fact that the former infant in- 
dustries have so fattened upon fepub- 
lican tariff food that they have become 
giants of monopoly. The plea under

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Education in Japan. 

Japan is expending upon alacaiian 
between eight and nine per cent of her 
entire national expenditure. The Jap- 
anese are essentially an imitative and 
assimilative race, and under the im- 
petus given them by that education on' 
western lines which they are being 
given they have become the unques- 
tioned leaders of progress among the 
people of Asia. 

Some interesting facts relative to 
conditions in Japan are gathered by 
The New York Sun from the last an- 
nual report of the imperial depart- 
ment of education. A substantial in- 
crease in schoo] attendance during the 
last year over the year before is shown, 
the percentage of attendance upon the 
public _sckools on the part of children 
being as high as 85.6 of the boys and 
59.4 of the girls. The Sun, comment- 
ing on this, says: 

This attention to female education 
augurs well for the progress of Japan in 
the next generation. It is not, however, 
only in the primary branches that Jap- 
anese girls are receiving instruction, but 
the higher education also is making great 
progress among them. The year just con- 
cluded witnessed an ificrease of four in 
the number of higher female schools, the 
total number of these being then thirty- 
seven, with 8,857 students. 

Technical and commercial education is 
also vigorously pushed forward. There 
were in operation last year forty-five 
special schools@including agricultural and 
commercial schools and colleges, with 899 
instructors teaching 12,624 studentg, and 
1,690 graduates. The technical schools 
numbered 236, with 1,461 instructors, 24,719 
students, and 3,164 graduates. The num- 
ber of graduates mentioned represents 
only those who léft school in the course 
of the year under consideration. 

Foreign languages form an important 
part of the regular course of studies. 
There were in 1900 fifty-two foreign pro- 
fessors teaching in the various govern- 
ment schools. Of these sixteen are Ger- 
mans, twelve English, six Americans, six 
French, three Koreans, two Russians, 
two Italians, two Chihese, one Belgian, 
one Spaniard, and one Swé@ie; the ma- 
jority being engaged in teaching lan- 
guages. 

But the department of education by 
no means depends on foreigners in the 
training of Japanese youth. Its univer- 
sity professors are sent to make personal 
visits for more or. less extended periods 


to the principal seats of learning abroad 


in ordér that they made keep pace with 
the progress of science elsewhere. It also 
provides new professors by sending the 
more promising of the graduates abroad. 
The number that went out in 1900 was 
fifty-eight, the great majority) going: to 
Germany; while those that returned af- 
ter finishing their edueation were fifteen. 
The number of professors and graduates 
studying abragi at government expdhse 
last year was one hundred. 

_ The great progress made by the em- 
pire is unquestionably due to realiza- 
tion of the value of educational prog- 
ress on the part of the leading men 
of the empife and the practical aid 
which the imperial government has 
given. 
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The Trade of Neutrals. 

A vast amount of misinformation 
has beén brought to the surface in the 
discussion over the sale of American 
horses and mules to be used by the 
British in South Africa. It has been 
contended in some quarters that a 
breach of the neuttality laws is in- 
volved in these transactions, ang that 
they are permitted to continue is an 
evidence of: administration sympathy 
for England. There has been in this 
connection much talk of “filibustering 
expeditions” of “contraband of war’ 
and a general confounding of terms 
calculated to bewilder. 

The suit brought at New Orleans by 
some Boer sympathizers to prevent the 
further shipment of horses from that 
port to South Africa has brought from 
The Néw York Tribune the following 
clear statement of the principles un- 
derlying trade with belligerents: 

It is an old, well-established and con- 
sistently maintained principle that a neu- 
tral nation is not forbidden in time of 
war to conduct a trade which is lawful 
in time of peace. Indeed, we may go be- 
yond that. Madison, in some of the 
ablest of his state papers, maintained 
that “‘the principle that a trade opened 
to neutrals by a nation at war, on account 
of that war, is tnlawful/’ has no foun- 
cation in the Jaw of nations. Nor is that 
atte, Trade in articles most obviously 
contraband of war is not té be prohibit- 
ed. ‘Our citizens,’’ said Jefferson, ‘‘have 
always been free to make, vend and ex- 
port arms. To suppress their callings 
becausé a war exists in foreign countries, 
in which we have no interest, would be 
hard in principle and impossible in prac- 
tice. The law of nations does not require 
such an/internal derangement in their 
occupations.”” To this Hamilton added 
“the purchasing within and ex- 
porting from the United Stateg, by way 
of merchandise, articles commonly called 
contraband, is free to all the parties at 
war, and is not to be interfered with.’’ 
We might go further and cite the decla- 
ration of Vattel that “dh right of neu- 
trals to trade in articl contraband of 
war is clearly established.’’ This prin- 
ciple was emphatically reaffirmed by 
President Pierce, by Mr. Marcy, by Mr. 
Seward, by Mr. Fish, by Mr. Evarts, by 
Mr. Frelinghuysen and by innumerable 
other authorities. There is little doubt 
that it will stand, despite the present 
suit. 

It is the @uty of the governmént to 
protect and so far as’ possible promote 
American commercé. Under no inter- 
pretation of the principles of interna- 
tional law can this government be 
called upon to prevent the sale of 
American products to either the Brit- 
ish or the Boers simply because there 
is war between the governments of 
those people.

Turpentine forms a coating upon the 
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Prince Krooothin. who is now cnbiilien 
some time in this colmtry. is one of the 
most celébrated men of the day. He is 
characterized as “prince and préacher, 
anarchist and aristocrat. exile ard ex- 
Plorer, revolutionist and pacificatdér, so- 
cialist and scientist. escaped prisonér and 
popular hero.” This pértrayal of Prince 
Kropotkin strongly suggests the dramatic . 
elements which have given color to his 
extraordinary career. 

Peter Kropvotkin was born in Moscow 
in 1842 of noble parentage whose family 
history was even more ancient .han the 
Czar’s. At the age of fifteen he entered 
the gchool of the pages at St. Peters- 
burg. where he soon become a popular 
favorite. On account of the promise of 
Alexander II to Nberate the serfs of Rus- 
sila—21,000,000 in numbef—the air was full 
of the spirit of reform at this time and 
Prince in, catching the fever of 
enthusiasm, decNned to enter the xovern- 
ment service. preferring to devote him- 
self to the welfare of the serfs. Knowing 
that his father would not permit him to 
enter the university. he left Russia and 
enlisted as a lieutenant im the ranks of 
the Cossacks at Amur, The young nobie- 
man went to the wilds of eastern Siberia 
and one of his first assignments from 
General Kukel. the governor general, was 
the preparation of a report on the pria- 
ons. The horrors revealed by the yourg 
man’s investigation were appalling. He 
found cruelty and corruption everywhere? 
but he believed the cgzar on reading his 
report would order a change for the bet- 
ter. He.was doomed to disappointment, 
General Kukel gave way to another gov- 
ernor who was not friendly to reform. and 
a scheme for local ‘overnment vyhich 
Kropotkin had helped to formulate was 
pigeonholed. 

Utterly disheartened and despairing of 
lessening the wretchedness about him, the 
young man turned to acience for consola- 
tion and began a series of journeys into 
remote corners of eastern Siberia to study 
the evidences of glacial action. 


Returning to St. Petersburg at the age 
of twenty-five. after an absence of five 
years in Siberia. he tound himself still 
popular in court circles, though the cZar’s 
favor had weakened somewha!. He was 
made a chamberlain to the czarina, how- 
ever. and won many new friends by his 
brilliant conversation and charming man- 
ners, Court circles were filled with ro- 
mantic stories of daring’ exploits and 
chivalrous adventures in Siberia. and the 
decorations and attentions showered upon 
him were enough to turn the héad of the 
average young man. On account of his 
services to science the prince was elected 
a member of the Russian Geographical 
Society. and later became secretary of the 
physical geography section of that wor- 
ganization. \ 

Kropotkin entered the univresity of St. 
Petersburg for a four-year course. and 
his father cut off his allowance, though 
there was no formal rupture. 


Soon afterwards Kropotkin came into 
possession of a considerable fortune by 
the death of his father, and he decided 
to devote it to the work of improving the 
condition of his fellow men. This decision 
marked definitely the parting of the ways 
in his career, The Paris commune in 1871 
had filled Europe with new agitation, and 
in 1872 Kropotkin went to Belgium and 
Switzerland in search of light. He came 
into contact with members of the Inter- 
national Workingmen’s Association and 
was convinced that the anarchistic pro- 
sramme of Bakunin offered the most Hope 
for Russia. 


On his return to St. Petersburg he was 
admitted to the revolutionary party 
known as the Tchaikovsky. but he wags 
never connected with any conspiracy in- 
volving assassination. For three or four 
years he wrote and lectured in promotion 
of his principles and established a paper 
called Le Revolte, Russian secret pdlice 
were kept on his track and laid a plot to 
kidnap him. but he recefved timely wari 
ing. On the assassination of. Alexander 
II im 1881 Russia informed Switzerland 
the presence of Kropotkin in the moun- 
tain republic was offensive to the cdar’s 
government, and the Swiss authorities 
were induced to expel the fugitive. After 
a visit to England Kropotkin took up his 
residence in France near the Swiss bor- 
der. During the winter of 1882 there were 
labor riots in Lyons, ending with dyna- 
mite explosions, Prince Kropotkin. Luise 
Michel and fiftv others were put on trial 
on various charges. Kropotkin was in 
England at the time of the trouble and 
there was no evidence connecting him 


| with the rioting. but he was condemned to 


five years in prison, ten years of police 
supervision. five years deprivation of civil 
rights and the payment of a fine of 3400. 

In prison he wrote, read and cafried on 
experiments in intensive agriculture on «4 
small patch of ground in the jailyard. 
ScientifiC men and others started a de- 
termined agitation for his release. Three 
vears later the mouthpiece of the Frefich 
government Said in the chamber of depu- 
ties that Kropotkin could not be released 
on acgount of a “‘question of diplomacy.” 
Th eadmission that he was being kept ¢ 
prisoner to please Russia raised a storm 
of indignation. and the French president 
in 1886 was forced to pardon him. The 
French ambassador at St. Petersburg was 
then treated with such discourtesy that 
he had to leave the e Russian capital. 


Since his release from the French prison 
Prince Kropotkin has lived with his wife 
and child in England. He has written 
much on scientific and sociological sub- 
jects. He has been a@ regular contributor 
to the Nineteenth Century Review and 
Nature and has prepared much matter 
for the Encyclopedia Britannica and other 
reference works. Kropotkin knows more 
than twentv languages, and speaks five 
or six fluently. There is a steady demand 
for the nroducts of his pen. but he is 
never too busy to pause and contribute 
to the obscurest of. anarchist papers.

The 
third application for clemency. asking 
seven months’ commutation, embraced af- 
fidavits to the effect that Attorney Sey- 
mour White, who prosecuted Searcy in 
Spottsylvania county, had stated in open 
court that he and other gounsel had 
agreed that Searcy should have only five 
years if he turned state’s evidence.

other funds. When asked about this 
yesterday he said he could nct say now 
what he would do. . 

But the most serious feature of the 
situation, perhaps, is that it will probably 
cut the new class of widows, provided 
for by the last session of the legislature, 
out of their pensionc for the present year. 
The last legidlature provided that the in- 
digént widows would be paid $100,000 this 
year. The only way to get that $100,000 
ig to borrow it, and if the governor ex- 
bevsts the borrowing capacity of the 
state for the school teachers it looks as 
if the pensioners will have to wait. 

This feature of the problem raises @ 
new question, and quarrel, so to speak, 
between the school teachers and_ the 
widow pensioners provided for by the 
last legislature, as to which have the 
first right to the funi. To put it plainly, 
when the $200,000 has been borrowed thére 
will be in the state tredsury, exclusive of 
the public property and sinking funds, 
about $340,000 for all purposes. The debts 
then dye to be paid by the state by or 
before July ist will amount to more than 
$500,000, including the $300,000 to be paid 
the teachers and the $100,000 for the new 
class of widows. It would not be unnat- 
ural, therefore, if some question were 
raised on this account. 

Constitutional Convention. 

It is plain from the present status of 
effairs that. the state is facing a prac- 
tical deficit.of $407,000, It has the monty, 
it is true, and there is ro actual deficit, 
but there is what might be called a legal 
deficit on account.of the constitutional 
rrohibition against using this money for 
any purpose but paying off bonds. 

This is one of the n.atters that is being 
ised as fo pool? in favor of a consti- 
tutional convention. As it stands the 
legislature must face this deficit or in- 
crease the rate of taxation, it is sald, by 
nearly two mills. 
be made up in some way, and unless the 
public property fund can be used \it will 
evéfitually mean increased taxation, at 
least for one or perhaps two years. 

“This is.one of the important matticrs 
with which a constitution1l convention 
would have to deal,’’ said Senator Ro- 
lang Ellis, of the twenty-second district, 
yesterday. Senator Ellis is one of the 
authors of the constitutional conventioi? 
movement. 

“It is strange that we should have to 
Lorrow money at a high rate of interest 
to tide over a temporary deficiency when 
we have more than is needed in the treas- 
ury, which could be used without paying 
interest,’’ he continued. 

Senator Ellis agreed with the opinion 
presented by the attorney general. Oth- 
ers who spoke in the same strain yester- 
day took the same view of the case. 
Among them were Comptroller Genera! 
W. A. Wright, ex-Governor Henry Mc- 
Daniei and others of equal: prominence. 
The Attorney Gentral’s Opinion. 

The opinion of Attorney General J. M. 
Terrell, as will be recalled, was to the 
effect that under the act of 1897, th’? 
monoy constituting the public property 
fund. can be borrowed from to pay the 
school teachers, the fund being reim- 
burred when the taxes are collected in 
ihe fall.

If 
the courts should hereafter hold that relatively 
to this fund the act is unconstitutional, there 

ould be no liability upon the treasurer for 
aving previously complied with its require- 
ments. Thé constitution confers upon the 
courts alone the authority to declare acts un- 
constitutional, null and void. It is the prac- 
tice throughout the United States for ministe- 
rial or exeéutive officers to treat all acts as 
constitutional unti] declared otherwise by the 
courts, and in so doing such officers will be 
protected from liability. See 49 Ga. 112; 46 
Ill. 333, and 24 Texas 335. It is true that 
there are some decisions of other courts which 
seem to hold ctherwis>. but upon examination 
it will be found that these decisions are based 
upon personal rights guaranteed by the consti- 
tution and do rot involve questions similar to 
the one wnder cunsideration. The common 
gense view of thi# question is well expressed 
by Chief Justice Breese, in the case above re- 
ferred to frém thé Illinois supreme court, as 
follows: ‘To allow a ministerial officer to 
decide upon the vilidity of a law, would be 
subversive of the great object and purposes of 
government. For, if one such officer may as- 
sume infallibilitv, all other tike officers may do 
the same, ahd thus an end be put to civil gov- 
ernment, ofie of Whose cardinal principles is 
subjection to the laws.’’ 

But is this act of 1897 in any respect un- 
constitutional? I do not think it is. The ob- 
ject of the above mentioned provision of the 
constitution was solely to pledge the proceeds 
arising from the sale of public property to the 
payment of the bonded debt of the state. This 
act does not, and in its ctical application 
cannot, conflict with that object. The legis- 
lature undoubtedly has control of this fund, 
subject alone to the restriction that when it 
is appropriated or allowed to make its final 


The words ‘‘shall 
not be used for any other purpose whatever’ 
necessarily mean that the funds shall not be 
finally appfopriated or used by the legislature 
save for the purposes designated.

The members of the committee present 
last evening were Councilman J. C. Reed, 
chairman; Alderman M. M. Welch, Coun- 
cilman H. W. Grady and Councilman 
Branch Lewis.

With the last obstacle removed, so far 
as local legislation is concerned, the 
champions of competition have every 
right to expect that the company will 
demonstrate its sincerity by accepting the 
franchise and making competition a real- 
ity. 
Alderman Pierce Talks. 

The’ position of Mayor Mims, Alderman 
Pierce, Alderman Welch and Alderman 
Kilpatrick on the franchése, when the mo- 
tion to reconsider is reached, is well 
known. Each will vote to overrule the 
motion. Alderman Pierce, in speaking of 
the matter yesterday, stated his position 
in unequivocal terms. He said: 

“I was elected to the general council 
on a platform pledged to competition. I 
stated at the very outset that I favored 
competition in both electric lights and 
Street railways. I have never once in- 
clined to any other opinion since my elec- 
tion. I am today more firmly convinced 
of the need of competition in electric 
lights than ever. There ‘is no doubt in 
my mind of the vast benefit the city 
would derive by such competition. 

“The best evidence of how I feel on the 
subject is the way'I have voted. I am 
officially on record as favoring competi- 
tion, and I will remain of the same opin- 
ion. I was one of the three aldermen who 
voted to pass the electric light ordinance 
last Tuesday and should the motion to 
reconsider come up I will certainly vote 
to overrule it. 

“To my mind the ordinance as passed is 
& g00d one, and I think the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company ought to accept 
it. What they may. do in the matter is 
another question. Personally I feel that 
I have done my duty. I have discharged 
my obligation to the people of Atlanta. 
and can do no more.” 

Ordinance in Full. 

The following is a correct copy of the 
ordinance granted tojthe Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company for an e'ectric light 
plant. The three amendments adopted in 
council are incorporated. The ordinance 
was adopted, as amended by council Feb- 
ruary 5th. The aldermanic board last 
Wednesday adopted the measure by a 
vote of 4 to 3, Mayor Mims voting to break 
a tie. The ordinance is held up until the 
next meeting of the board on Alderman 
Johnson’s notice of a motion to recon- 
sider, It will come up again on the 18th. 
The ordinance follows: 

An ordinance granting permission to the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company to use the 
streets, alleys and public places, within the 
inner fire limits of the city of Atlanta, for 
the purpose of laying underground conduits, 
wires, ducts, etc., and to use the streets, al- 
leys and public places without the inner fire 
limits for the erection of poles and the string- 


ing of wires thereon, for supplying e city 
for heat, ight and power, and regulating 


same. 
Section |. The mayor and general council cf 
the city of Atlanta do ordain that the right 
and franchise is hereby granted to the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, its successors

maintain 


streets, alleys and public places, as from time 
to time it may deem proper or necessary with- 
out the present fire limits, for the erection cf 
poles and the stringing of wires, cables, insu- 
lators and all necessary appliances or connec- 
tions for the business and purpose of conveying, 
using, conducting, supplying and distributing 
electricity for Nght. heat or power, for pulfic 
or private use, for and during the term of 
twenty-one years, from and after the approval 
of this ordinance by the mayor of this city. 

Sec, 2. This right and franchise is granted, 
however, only upon the following conditions: 

!. Before any street, alley or public’ place 
is broken, or any work done in pursuance of 
this ordinance, at any time, the said company, 
its successors or assigns, shall notify the board 
of electrical control, or the city electrician, 
naming the streets and alleys they desire to 
use immediately, and shal] furnish to said 
officers detailed drawings and specificetions of 
the same. 

2. The material used in executing said work 
and the actual location and execution af the 
work to be done under the supervision of the 
board of electrical control and the city en- 
gineer, and subject to their approval. 

3. That all pavements, sidewalks, curbstones, 
streets, alleys or public places, or any portion 
of either, distributed or displaced in laying, 
altering or repairing any such subways, con- 
duits or connections or in any other manner, 
by the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
shall be restored, replaced or repaired by the 
commissioner of public works at the expense 
of the said Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany. 

4. That the said Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, its successors or assigns, shall fully 
protect, indemnify and save harmless the city 
of Atlanta of and from all damages to water- 
mains and sewers, and of and from all dam- 
ages to persons or property caused by the open- 
ing of trenches or manholes, or erection of 
poles or other works, incidental to the con- 
struction and operation of the franchises herein 
granted, or conditions of streets, alleys or 
public places, resulting from the laying ‘of 
canduits, duets, tubes or making connections, 
or other disturbances of the streets, avenues, 
alleys or public places, for which the city of 
Atlanta would otherwise be Iliable, or on ac- 
count of which judgment may be rendered 
against said city of Atlanta, and before en- 
tering upon any such work shall give bond 
to this end. with good and solvent security 
or securities, to be approved by the mayor 
of said city, in the sum of $25,000. and give 
other and additional bond and security from 
time to time when required by the mayor 
and general council. 

5. Said company, its successors or assigns, 
shall further, in laying, establishing, maintain- 
ing and using their system of underground con; 
duits or overhead construction, and in conduct- 
ing the business of electric lighting, heating 
and power in the city of Atlanta, submit and 
be subject to all laws, oMdinances, reasonable 
rules and regulations of the city of Atlanta, 
or its departments, which have heretofore been 
or which may hereafter be enacted, ordained 
or adopted by the mayor and general council 
upon the subject of underground conduits, 
ducts, wires, manholes and poles and over- 
head wires, or the regulation and control 
thereof, and to all conditions that may be 
thereby imposed upon this branch of the bus- 
iness of said company, its successors or as- 
signs, as to regulation and control. 

6. The said Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany shall, within ten days from the approval 
af this ordinance, make and file with the mayor 
a bond, in addition to the one already named, 
in the sum of $40,000, with good and solvent 
sécurity, to be approved by the mayor, as a 
guarantee of the erection and putting in opera- 
tion of its electric light plant, tubes, conduits, 
ducts, wires, conductors, cables, insulators and 
manholes, beginning within sixty days after 
the approval of this ordinance and carrying 
same to completion within twelve months after 
said approval, along and in the following <de- 
scribed limits, on streets named.as fallows: 
Decatur street fram Piedmont avenue to 
Peachtree street; Marietta street from Peach- 
tree street to Spring street; Peachtree street 
from Wall street to Ellis street; Whitehall 
street from Wall street to Trinity avenue; 
North and South Broad streets for their en- 
tire length; Pryor street from Peachtree street 
to Mitchell street; Forsyth street from Trinity 
avenue to Walton street; Edgewood avenue 
from Peachtree street to Courtland street; the 
said bond in the sum of $40,000 to be 
Payable to and recoverable by the city of 
Atlanta as liquidated damages, against the said 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, in case of failure to so 
construct and complete its system within the 
above described limits within the time named. 

7. The right is hereby expressly reserved in 
favor of the city of Atlanta, and against the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, for the city of Atlanta to 
require and enforce the payment of a per- 
centage of not less than 2 percentum, nor more 
than 5 percentum annually during the term of 
these grants, of the gross receipts of said com- 
pany, its successors and assigns, from this 
branch of its business into the treasury of 
said city, for the city’s use in partial payment 
and compensation for this grant, which pay- 
ment from gross receipts shall be in addition 
to all taxes and assessments which may then 
be required of said company, its successors or 
assigns. The collection of such percentage to 
be regulated by ordinances passed by the mayor 
and general council from time to time, pro- 
vided this percentage shall not be required of 
this company, its successors or assigns, until 
such time as the same percentage shall be re- 
quired and collectable from all other per- 
sons, firms or corporations doing the same kind 
of business in the city of Atlanta, except in 
the case of the consolidation of this company, 
its Successors or assigns, with any other elec- 
tric Lighting, heating and power company, 
whereby competition is lessened, when said 
percentage shall be immediately required and 
collectable from said company, its successors 
and assigns. 

8. The city of Atlanta further shall have 
the right, from time to time, or at any time 
the mayor and general council may deem neces- 
sary or proper, to require the said company, 
its successors or assigns, to take down and 
remove all or any part of its poles, wires, and 
overhead construction and place the said wires 
underground, under such conditions as said 
mayor and general council may require, and 
said company, its successors and assigns, shall 
furnish to the city on demand one duct for 
municipal purposes, free, of those laid within 
the inner fire limits, following the passage of 
this ordinance, or of those that’ may here- 
after be laid, without said limits, as herein 
just provided. The city reserves the right to 
string wires along the poles erected and used 
by said Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 
And the city reserves the further right and 
power to grant the privilege to other or sim- 
ilar companies or enterprises to string wires 
along the poles, erected under this grant by the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, pro- 
vided that such other or similar companies or 
enterpriges shall pay adequate compensation to 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company for 
the use of said poles. The wires so strung 
by the city shal] be for municipal purposes, 
except municipal lighting, and there shall be 
no charge by said company for the use of said 
poles by the city. Said city further reserves 
the right to change the location of conduits, 
roles, manholes, and all electrical construc- 
tion herein provided for, so as to permit 
other or similar enterprises or ,companies, or 
the city, to use the etreets of the city for the 
sameor like purposes; provided, that where such 
changes are made or ordered on application of 
any sirailar enterprises or companies, such ap- 
plicants shal pay all expenses attending such 
changes. 

9. Said Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
shall file a written acc€ptance with the mayor 
of this city within ten days from the approval 
of this ordinance, which acceptance shall 
cover all the terms and provisions thereof, and 
shal} constitute an agreement to operate the 
grants herein made as provided by this ordi- 
nance. Said shall in said acceptance 
waive all claim to continue in this business

nance. And shall also waive.any claim of right

Said acceptance shall before heing filed be 
signed by the president and secretary of the 
company and authorized by its board of direc- 
tors and shall contuin an express agreement 
and assent to all the terms, provisions and con- 
ditions of this grant.

10. The said Atlanta Railway and Power

BIG GIFT FOR TECH 
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FROM ALFRED ‘AUSTELL 


Atlantan Donates $2,000 
To Aid in Completing 
Dormitories. 


The Technological school now has at 
its disposal all of the money¢that is 
necessary to build the new dormitories. 

Two handsome additional donations 
have been received. One of these dona- 
tions was the sum of $2,000, given by 
Alfred Austell, son of the late General 
Alfred Austell; while the other was a 
gift of $1,500 from James Swann, who 
had previously donated a handsome sum 
to the Tech. 

When the bids were opened for the 
erection of the Tech dormitories. there 
was a deficiency in funds for this special 
purpose amounting to $8,5v0. When the 
matter was brought to the attention of 
James Swann, he stated he had expected 
such result and had been holding in re- 
serve a surprise for the president and 
friends of the school—a donation from 
Alfred Austell amounting to $2,000. In 
addition Mr. Swann increased his original 
donation by $1,600. 

These two gifts relieve the situation 
and the building will be erected without 
detracting in the least from the original 
elegant and commodious plans, 

Alfred Austell is a young Atlantan of 
whom the city has every right to feel 
justly proud. He is the youngest son 
of the late General Alfred H. Austell.

The rumored Burlington deal was the 
most important of these, and the failure of 
Official confirmation of the very positive as- 
sertions which have been current that this 
transaction was vompleted, had a good deal! to 
do with the depression which permeated the 
whole market as the day progressed. It is 
very evident from the perbistence of dis- 
claimers of the deal that an important minor- 
ity of the stockholders is stil] opposed to 
it, even if it be true that actual control has 
passed to the Hill-Morgan interest. The wide- 
spread belief in impending consolidations of 
importance in the copper world made Amal- 
gamated Copper very active and buoyant, but 
were again the failure of expected official 
confirmation aroused some feeling of distrust 
among the speculators who had bought most 
largely and with least information, and the 
profit teking cost the stock practically all of 
its 3% polg- rise.

GARNISHMENTS STOPPED. | 


Judge Lumpkin Grants Temporary 
Restraining Order To Protect 
Wages of an Employee. 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday intervened 
temporarily to prevent the wages of an 
employee of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany. from being garnished. Judge 
Lumpkin was appealed to by W. H. Har- 
rison, a track hand in the employ of 
the Southern, and on his application an 
order was issued temporarily restrain- 
ing J. W. & W. B. Smith from prosecut- 
ing two garnishments pending against 
Harrison, and from suing out any fur- 
ther garnishments. The case: was set for 


a hearing on April 20th. 

It is alleged that J. W. Smith sued 
out a garnishment against Harrison's 
wages to collect a judgment, and that 
later he transferred the garnishment to 
Ww. B. Smith. It is claimed that the 
latter has also sued out another gar- 
nishment against Harrison. 

Harrison claims that he has been no- 
tified that if another garnishment is 
sworn out against him he will be dis- 
charged from the employ of the railroad 
and he alleges that it is the intention 
of Smith to sue out another garnish- 
ment.

MACHINE SHOP WAS INSPECTED 


of As- 
certaining What Improvements 
| “Were Necessary at Station. 


Mayor Mims, members of council, the 
merhbers of the water board, city offictals 
and several specially invited guests, paid 
a visit to the Hemphill pumping station 
yesterday afternoon. The visit was made 
for the purpose of seeing what improve- 
ments were necessary at that place. 

Some time was spent in looking at the 
machinery “at the pumping plant. Here 
the work of preparing the foundations for 
the new fifteen-million-gallon pump was 
seen. This pump is expected to arrive 
in the early summer. The members of 
the party next visited the filter house, 
where they were initiated’ into the mys- 
teries of producing good water for drink- 


ing purposes. 

The party then repaired to the reservoir, 
which is beyond the pumping station. 
Here a light luncheon was served. Colo- 
nel Park Woodward, superintendent of 
the water works department, did the hon- 
ors of the occasion in his usual hospita- 
ble way and earned the gratitude of the 
party by his gracious manner of dealing 
out spring chicken and tongue sand- 
wiches. 

The foundry has not yet been equipped, 
but it is probable that council will attend 
to this matter in the near future. The ma- 
chine shop also lacks much necessary ma- 
chinery. It is estimated that $900 would 
fully equip ‘the foundry and that $6,000 
spent in machinery for: the shop would 
put it in fine shape. The visit to the 
shops completed the inspection and the 
party returned to the city.

the sinking fund act, and has provided for 
the maturing interest on the bonded debt, as 
it has done through the regular appropriation 
act, the legislature has the right to authorize 
and direct the temperary use of this fund to 
another purpose, provided it makes suitable 
provisions for the repayment thereof by the 
time there could be any possibility of its being 
needed for the final purpose for which it stands 
pledged. The act of 1897 does this, in that 
it requires repayment to the fund upon the re- 
ceipt of the school taxes. This particular fund 
\s not appropriated for the payment of teachers, 
it merely takes temporarily the place of the 
money appropriated for that purpose. In other 
words, the act of 1897 only authorizes and 
directs a system of bookkeeping by the treas- 
urer which allows that officer to treat as cash 
the school warrants to the amount of $400,- 
000 until the school tax shall have been paid 
into the treasury to cancel same. This is no 
more a violation of the constitution or of bus- 
iness principles than to authorize and direct 
the treasurer to allow as cash the deposits 
that may be placed in the various state de- 
positories. The state is certainly as safe a 
depository as any of the banks of the state, 
and it cannot be disputed that her credit is 
as good as that of the best of them, 

It occurs to me, as suggested above, that the 
act of 1897, so far as concerns the fund in 
question, stands upon the same plane as the 
state depository act of 1879. If one applies 
to this fund the other does. I think they 
both apply to and cover it. The act of 1879 
was passed by the legislature which sat im- 
mediately following the constitution of (877, 
and no doubt imbibed freely and fully the sen- 
timent and feeling of that convention, It cer- 
tainly did not, so far as the record shows, oc- 
cur to that legislature that it would be un- 
constitutional to make the provisions of that 
wise legislation apply to this fund, and vet 
its deposits in banks designated by the gov- 
ernor, which since 1895 pay interest on the 
same, is surely a ‘‘use’’ of the money for safety 
and profit, The temporary transfer of this 
money to the school fund is aleo a ‘‘use’’ of 
it for safety and profit, Without such use it 
would be impossible to comply with the law 
and pay the teachers Before the end of the 
year more than $200,000, which the governor 
is authorized to borrow and which amount he 
would have to borrow early in the year and 
pay therefor a higher rate of interest than that 
received on fhe state’s deposits, The return 
of the money thus transferred from one de- 
partment of the treasury to another would be 
assured beyond ever the peradventure of 
doubt, for the school taxes will certainly be 
paid into the treasury the following December 
as the same are provided for in the general 
tax act. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, first, that the 
public property fund may be appropriated for 
the payment of both the principal and interest, 
Second, that as the maturing principal of the 
bonded debt has been provided for by t®e sink- 
ing fund act and the interest maturing dur- 
ing 1901 has been provided for by the general 
appropriation act you are by the act of 1897 
authorized and directed to transfer $400,000 
from the public property fund to the school 
fund, or at least so much thereof as may ve 
needed to carry into effect the requirements of 
the statute providing for the payment of the 
teachers, Yours very truly,

Treasurer Park’s Attitude. 


Treasurer R. E. Park, when asked 
about the matter, said: 

“T am in full sympathy with the 
school teachers of Georgia and all the 
elemosynary institutions of the state, 
and I am extremely anxious to arrange 
to pay all of them. I would be the last 
man in the state to resist, the payment 


of a just debt to them, but I am under 
a large bond and in a very different sit- 
uation from any other officer in the state- 
house in that resvnect. 

“It is provided by sub-section 1 of sec- 
tion 188 of the code of 1895, setting forth 
the conditions and expressions in the 
bond of the state treasurer, ‘that he 
will faithfully discharge, execute and 
perform all and singularly the duties of 
him required and which may be required 
by the constitution and laws.’ 

“There is no other officer in the state, 
so far as I know, whose bond thus re- 
quires obedience in express words to the 
provisions of the constitution. This is 
looked upon as a wise provision in re- 
gard to the state treasurer because, ow- 
ing to the weakness and the short-sight- 
edness of human nature, and the very 
great temptation for the use of the pub- 
lic moneys under some supposed cases 
of necessity alleged to arise from time 
to time, there is, in the nature of things, 
more express danger for the public to be 
hurt by yielding to pressure and divert- 
ing the public moneys. 

“T have been advised by several very 
distinguished and eminent lawyers in the 
state to decline to divert the public 
property funds from the purpose named 
in the constitution, even though the leg- 
islature by its act might seem to s0 
direct, until the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the act shall have been 
tested in the courts, and until I am 
protected by the judgment of the highest 
court which would require me to pay out 
these moneys. 

“I have not yet decided:-upon what 
course I will pursue, but am investigating 
the matter in as thorough a manner as 
I know how, and am doing this with the 
full. knowledge and consent of the gov- 
ernor, the comptroller general, the at- 
torney general and the state school com- 
missioner, all of whom desire to have 


this important question settled as early’ 


as possible. If, after a fuller investiga- 
tion and inquiry, I cOme to the conclu- 
sion that it is to the best interests of 
the state and of the teachers of Georgia 
as well as all public officers, creditors, 
holders of public securities and all con- 
cerned in the safety of the public funds 
entrusted to my care, I will then ask 
either the governor or the state school 
commissioner or some other party to sue 
out a writ of mandamus which, within 
five days, could be decided by Judge 
Lumpkin or Judge Candler and then ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and within 
twenty days, by rapid. procedure, the 
entire question may be passed upon and 
decided by the highest tribunal in the 
state and the entire question settled.”’ 
Commissioner Glenn Talks. 

State School Commissioner Glenn did 
not say what action he expected to pur- 
sue. He said that would depend upon 
circumstances. He gave out the follow- 
ing statement with regard to the mat- 
ter: 

“The act of 1897, which was drawn by 
Attorney General Terrell and introduced 
by Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, may possi- 
bly be susceptible of two constructions. 

“One construction favors the state de- 
positories retaining the public property 
fund and paying for the use of it at 2 
per cent interest per annum. The other 
construction favors transferring the 
money to the school fund to be used in 
paying the teachers just as other officers 
and creditors of the state are paid. 

“The debt to the teachers is just as 
much a sacred obligation as any other 
debt the state owes, and the debt to the 
teachers should be discharged with as
